CHINA SITUATION CRITICAL 


Reply From Tokio on Fortifications Said to 


Be Responsible For Change — Need of 


Shantung Adjustment Also is Rumored 


Washington—Plans for putting the full disarmament commit- 


tee approval on the naval limitation treaty Monday afternoon went 
awry. 
The meeting of the committee called Sunday night for 


3:30 Monday afternoon was cancelled and a meeting of the full 
Far Eastern committee was substituted. 


The official British spokesman in announcing the shift Monday 


claimed to be unaware of the reason for it. 


The Japanese are believed responsi- 


ble for the sudden hitch in the confer- 
ence plans. It is understood that the 
Tokio reply on the question of calling 
a halt of fortifications of two islands 
near Japan is contrary to that provid- 
ed in the treaty and some further ne- 
gotiations are considered necessary. 


Supporting this view, the big five 


chairmen were called to meet Mon- 
day forenoon apparently to prepare 
the way for a subsequent meeting of 
the full disarmament committee. 
At 


the same time the Shantung negotia- 
tors were summoned for a session. 


In other quarters 'there was a feel- 


ing that the uncertainty concerning 
settlement of the Shantung problem 
had perhaps caused the deferment of 
the disarmament 
meeting. 
In this 


connection, it was recalled that here- 
tofore the American groups had re- 
garded settlement of the Far East as 
interwoven with the settlement of the 
naval treaty. Hence, it was regarded 
possible that the Americans wanted to 
see how Shantung fared before defi- 
nitely closing up the naval situation. 


COMPLICATIONS ARISE 


The situation was further compli- 


. cated by word -frtVir the state 'depart 


ment that no meeting of -,tne full com- 
mittee had been called for Monday 
afternoon. 
Sir Maurice Hankey, sec- 


retary of tho British delegation, how- 
ever, had 
notified

group Sunday night that such a ses- 
sion was to be held Monday afternoon 
and the British' official press spokes- 
man opened his conference with the 
press 
Monday 
forenoon 
with an- 


nouncement of such a session, only to 
change it later upon receipt of word 
-that the meeting was cancelled and 
that a Far Eastern committee meet 
ing was to be held instead.

The rumble of threatened civil wa 


In China cast its deadening jangle 
over the conference, for the powerfu 
Wu Pei Fu was reported to have de 
manded that Premier Liang Shih T 
retire or risk new revolution in the 
republic within a brief period. While 
some of the Chinese spokesmen pre- 
dicted a final breakup of the Shan- 
tung parleys, others were talking of 
"quitting the conference" or refusing 
to aign, should so unfortunate 
an 


event occur. 


The Chinese home situation may 


have a distinct bearing on the remain- 
ing work of 
the Far 
Eastern and 


Shantung groups. With the fiancial 
situation 
badly 
jammed 
and 
the 


Chinese apparently unable to meet 
their usual February debt payments, 
it is conceivable that the conference 
will say "what is the use of making 
engagements now which cannot be 
fulfilled in tho present condition of 
China."

The world cannot get back to 
work and prosperity until we have 
established our money on a basis of 
productive energy. Our money must 
create work.

Lloyd George returned to London and 
made preparations for fresh interna- 
tional action, lie has three dominat- 
ing ideas as to what must be done for 
Europe.

Britibh premier feels, should

the nucleus of a wider Kuropean set- 
tlement, bimilur to that reached at 
"Washington. 


2. The Genoa economic conference 


must be made a 
real 
medium for 


European economic reconstruction. It 
must be made to 
produce results 


which the dissension'of no one nation 
can destroy. 


3. An association of nations, 


eluding the late enemy states 


in- 
and 


Russia and. if possible. 
the United 
* 


States should be the outgrowth of 
the parley. Lloyd George believes. 


Lloyd George's 
idea for a wider 


entente was paid to be that ths pres- 
ent alliance of Britain. France. Japan, 
Italy and Belgium will, if it remains 
ultra-exclusive, preclude the possibi- 
.lity of pan-European cooperation. 


If France will join-in the 
scheme--,- 


for an association-of nations, -Eloyd 
-George is ready, to proceed. with the , 
cooperation of other

"I have the 
deepest 
sympathy 


with a Christianity that has within 
its folds today such a man as Henry 
Ford. A man of this character is a 
worse enemy to Christianity than he 
is to the .low." 


This was 'the statement of Rabbi 


Samuel Hirshberg of Milwaukee at 
the close of his address on "Race 
Prejudice and Anti-Semitism" before 
the Peoples Forum in Lawrence Mem- 
orial chapel Sunday evening. 
This 


reference to Mr. Ford was made by 
Dr. Hirshberg when 
he suggested 


true Christianity as a cure for anti- 
'semitism 
and race prejudice 
in 


general. 
"If men and women," 
said 
Dr. 


Hirshberg "were really Christians, 
such a hideous thing as anti-semi- 
tism would be impossible. Men who 
hata Jews ans no Christians." 


NEED EDUCATION 


Another cure for anti-semitism, he 


suggested, is 
education 
on 
the 


part of the non-Jew, who -would thus 
learn to know the J?w better. He 
s.aid that a large part of race pre- 
judice is caused by the lack of under- 
standing between peoples. Dr. Hirsh- 
herg attributed race prejudice in gen- 
eral to the fact that certain peoples 
have a feeling of superiority 
over 


other peoples. 
The Cancasion race 


r-c said 
consists of two branches, 


Aryan and Semetic. The Aryan has 
always considered himself superior to 
•the Jews and even among the Aiyans 
certain classes declare their super- 
iority over others. 
He 
denounced 


the Anglo-Saxons for harboring this 
feeling of superiority over the remain- 
ing branches of the Aryan - race. 


Race prejudice, ho declared, came 


about first through the difference of 
location. 
People were widrlv Ffna- 


rated, knew littla about each other 
and easily became prejudiced 
.Uit'- 


ferences in language, 
religion, 
and 


imaginary boundary lines 
helped to 


wid'C-n the chasm between them. 
So 


much has this grown, he said, that 
the now slight 
variations in dress, 


custom or 
belief

A fimdjunental 
of personal conduct 


that is sometimes overlooked was exploit- 
ed by publishers and legislators at a ses- 
sion of a subcommittee of the senate judi- 
ciary committee, in Washington, when 
the proposed bill to censor the free press 
of the nation was under discussion. The 
protestors against the measure argued 
that moral standards cannot be instituted 
nor individual behavior prescribed by le- 
gal enactment. 


Respect for moral laws and strict com- 


pliance with them arc the natural result 
of instruction, training and discipline. 
They cannot be either created or culti- 
vated by legislation. 
On the contrary, 


drastic legislation has the effect of lower- 
ing moral standards and arousing resent- 
ment against what, in the opinion of the 
people, 
is infringement 
of 
personal 


liberty. 


Constitutional and statutory laws typi- 


fy under representative government the 
ideas of a majority of the people. 
The 


people make the laws. 
The laws cannot 


make the people. 
In fact, laws that the 


majority regards as oppressive, coercive 
or arbitrary are violated deliberately, and 
as a consequence people acquire contempt 
for law and authority. 


Not in the legislature halls, but in the 


home and the schools and the church, 
nmst the foundations of morals and con- 
duct be formed. 
Laws prescribing per- 


sonal behavior will be unnecessary if the 
majority possesses the spirit of upright 
performance: they will be useless and de- 
grading unless they are the essense of the 
people's will. 


Public sentiment is the ISAV and public 


sentiment is the conviction of the ma- 
jority. 
The best, most aggressive and 


most effective exponent of the people's be- 
liefs and inclinations is the free press. To 
restrict the liberty of the press would-be 
equivalent to weakening the 
greatest 


force in community life and national 
affairs.

BRACES IN* PARALYSIS 


Altho layman seldom discovers the fact at the 


time when it would be most valuable, the applica- 
tion of any support, brace, splint or mechanical ap- 
pliance without medical advice almost invariably 
weakens still further .the very weakness sought to 
overcome with the apparatus. 


Some kind of splint, brace or apparatus is often of 


great value in the earlier months of infantile par- 
alysis, for the purpose of preventing contracturos 
and the overstretching of muscles. An overstretched 
muscle loses power; but if placed at rest that muscle 
will regain its power. 


At the very onset of infantile paralysis, that is. 


as soon as the physician recognizes paralysis, it is 
often the best treatment to apply a plaster of pans 
cast to the limb involved, in order to give the mus- 
cles physiological rest. 


The popular notion of putting a limb in a cast 


s not shared by anybody who has had his limb in 
a cast. Comfort is generally given, instead of pain 
or discomfort, as the uninformed imagine, no mat- 
:er what the disease or injury may be. A plaster of 
Paris cast is the most perfect splint we have; and 
:he purpose of a splint is to afford physiological rest 


the diseased or injured part, as well as comfort. 


If old timers with limited training and little or na 
»o_|pital experience did "bind on" splints sometimes 
with painful pressure, as tho the purpose of the tor- 
ture was to force something :nto place, we may for- 
give them for they knew not what they did. 


The question of the time when a brace should be 


applied in infantile paralysis and the kind of brace, 
s an individual problem in each case •which calls for 
the skill and judgment of the physician with special 
experience in the treatment of infantile paralysis.

Proud Flesh 


Kindly inform me the cause of proud flesh in a^ 


wound and its cure.—(A. G.)

Answer—Any open wound or raw surface, such 
as a burn, heals by a process called "granulation." 
That means the floor or raw surface of the wound 
becomes covered'and filled in with a velvety shiny 
pink or red material which on close inspection is 
seen to consist of a great number of little tufts or 
granulations. This granulation tissue is a 
scaf- 


folding upon which new flesh and skin may grow. 
Sometimes the granulations are too _high—higher 
than the proper level of the skin around the wound, 
and that is "proud flesh," over which the skin can- 
not grow, for skin won't grow up hill. It is best 
'or the surgeon -to clip or cut 
away exuberant 


granulation tissue ("proud flesh") with scissors, in 
an aseptic manner, since it contains no nerves and 
has no sensation. 


Too Much Weight 


I am 48 years old 5 feet and 6 inches tall and weigh 
200 pounds. How much overweight am 1? I am 
iroubled with quick action of the heart and also 
high blood pressure. Would be thankful for advice 
from you.—(Mrs. J. S. C. 


Answer—If your doctor approves you might try 


the Karell regimen two or three days each week and 
temperance the other days, for a year or so. This 
applies to you, and not to anybody else who imag- 
ines he should reduce. 


Abdominal Massage 


Please explain why you suggest rubbing the ab- 


riomen from the lower right corner up and over to 
the left corner but not down (for sagging stomach). 


<A. B.) 
Answer—That tends to left the sagging stomach, 


and follows the normal course of the large bowel. 
Stroking downward would tend 
to 
depress the 


stomach.

Is there any harm in drinking a. pint of fresh 


cream daily and taking a dose of cod liver oil after 
meals to gain in weight?—(T. D.) 


Answer—No. However, it is generally better to 


take cod liver oil one or two hours after meals.

Paris. — General Hoffmann, who 


commanded the German forces on the 
Russian front during the war, consid- 
ers that France ought not to disarm. 
The reasons for this astonishing as- 
sertion arc shown in the following 
article. Ho says: 


"All military leaders know that it 


Is Impossible to improvise tho man 
ufacturc of the enormous 
materla' 


which Is necessary tor modern war- 
fare. Germany ha* no more war In- 
dustries: It Is Impossible for her to 
re-establish them secretly. Although 
I don't a*reo at all with Mr. Brian* 
about a German menace to France 
I think thst this country should not 
disarm on account of the Bolshevist 
peril. There l« no mi*rt*k« about It. th« 
Soviet government Is carrying °" an 
offensive which to not manifested by 


military hostilities, but. by Bolshevist 
propaganda and by the formation of 
revolutionary organizations 
in the 


countries in question. The hopes of 
the Bolshevists are based chiefly on 
tho fact that the governments are 
showing themselves incapable of find- 
Ing ti practical means of reconstruct- 
ing Europe. Lenin has said that the 
European states by their 
continual 


differences, which are causing econ- 
omic ruin everywhere, are preparing 
the way for Bolshevism. Thus the 
leaders in Moscow can wait. I know 
very well that the working masses in 
Germany begin to understand that 
Bolshevism will be for them a great 
misfortune. And yet if the Reich were 
unable to import sufficient quantities 
of food on account ot the increasing 
economic disorder in Europe, despair 
might easily throw the German nation 
into the arms of Moscow. 
Besides 


which, it is not impossible that Poland, 
undetermined by internal difficulties 
might succumb sooner or later to 
another Russian offensive. It would 
be then quite impossible for Germany 
completely disarmed, to defent her- 
side attack from the Red army, and 
against communist 
troubles 
from 


within. A Soviet government formed 
in Berlin after the defeat of Poland 
would be the only government which 
could show itself hostile to France. 
[f by means of a military expedition 
Prance were to try to prevent the 
formation of a German military red 
army, the Bolshevist 
troops would 


retire before the French 
army so 


hat France would be obliged to oc- 
cupy a large part of Germany. But 
would |he be able to stand for long 
the financial burden that this mob- 
lization would necessitate? 
If the 


Franch 
army wanted 
simply to 


remain on the left bank of the 
Shine, she would have in any case 
o keep the greater part of the French 
army with 
the colors. In the face 


of these facts. 
I consider that no 


French government can or ought to 
disarm. Germany as well as the whole 
of Europe, has an interest in the 
Trench army being kept up, so that, 
f ne«d be, it 
could take 
up the 


strugle against Bolshevism." 


The writer tells further that In his 


opinion, the 
Moscow 
Government 


does not sincerely desire the recovery 
of Russia and the agreements which 
have been made with European coun- 
ries are nothing but decoy, that at- 
empts were being made to undermine 
British power by inciting the separ- 
atist government in Ireland and agitat- 
ng the Hindus and the religious as- 
>irations of Islam. 


"The 
people of Europe would ac- 


cept an intervention against Bolshe- 
vism because they would understand 
more and more that the Lenin gospel 
las nothing to do with socialism but 
that, on ihe contrary, the Soviet gov- 
ernment under cover 
ot 
socialist 


principles is reducing 
the Russian 


>eople to slavery and that the fight 
against Bolshevism would bring about 
he deliverance of the Russian work- 
men and peasants. Besides which the 
jeople would understand 
that the 


welfare of each one depends on the 
recovery of Russia. France especial- 
y would recognize that this policy 
alone would guarantee the repayment 
of the billions that she lent to Russia. 
It might bo added that France, in 
common with England and Germany 


exploiting the natural riches of 


Russia would realize such enormous 
profits that the losses of the war 
would be largely 
compensated for. 


This economic awakening of Russia 
jy the intelligence and the labor of 
European industrial states would be 
also in the interest of the Russian 
people who arc incapable of recover- 
:ng by their own strength. 


"If it were possible," concludes the 


writer, "to unite the great peoples of 
Europe for the splendid and pacific 
Work of the reconstruction of Russia 
a new era would be opened for hum- 
anity and tho people could recover 
from the disasters of war with a 
fresh start."
